President: McCain ‘Ready to Lead’ 


Bush says senator 
understands lessons 
of the Sept. 11 attacks 

ST. PAUL, MINN. I President Bush, 
relegated to a minor role at the 
Republican National Convention, 
praised John McCain Tuesday night 
as “ready to lead this nation,” a cou- 
rageous candidate who supported 
the war in Iraq despite risks to his 
campaign for the White House. 

As Bush addressed the conven- 
tion from the White House — his

speech was to last less than eight 
minutes — Republicans in St. Paul 
defended McCain’s vice presiden- 
tial running mate, Sarah 
Palin. The governor of 
Alaska is “from a small 
town, with small-town 
values, but that’s not 
good enough for those folks who 
are attacking her and her family,” 
former Sen. Fred Thompson said 
in convention remarks released in 
advance. 

He said McCain’s decision to 
place her on the ticket “has the other 


side and their friends in the media 
in a state of panic.” 

Bush’s remarks, also as pre- 
pared for delivery Tuesday night, 
reprised national security themes 
that propelled him to re-election 
in 2004. 

“We live in a dangerous world,” 
he said, “And we need a president 
who understands the lessons of Sept. 
11, 2001: that to protect America, 
we must stay on the offense, stop 
attacks before they happen and not 
wait to be hit again.” 

Bush’s cameo was highly unusual 


for a two-term president address- 
ing his own party’s convention as he 
prepared to leave office. His aides 
suggested the sequence of events 
flowed naturally from his decision 
to travel to Louisiana on Wednes- 
day to see the damage caused by 
Hurricane Gustav. 

But his approval ratings are in 
the 30 percent range, and with 
polls making it clear the nation 
is ready for a change, the McCain 
campaign indicated there was no 
need for him to travel to the con- 
vention city.

Hanna Puts South on Alert 



Gov. Charlie Crist declared a state of emergency in Florida Tuesday. Tropical 
Storm Hanna is expected to make landfall in the South by the end of the week. 


Residents in Ga., Fla., 
Carolinas begin prep 
work for tropieal storm 

SAVANNAH, GA. | Nervous residents 
rushed to buy plywood and gener- 
ators while emergency officials in 
Georgia, Florida and the Caroli- 
nas weighed possible evacuations 
Tuesday as Tropical Storm Hanna 
shifted toward a tough-to -predict 
landfall along the southern Atlantic 
coast by the end of the week. 

Florida Gov. Charlie Crist 
declared a state of emergency as 
Hanna, downgraded from hurricane 
status Tuesday but with ample time 
to regain strength, began a turn to 
the northwest from the Bahamas. 
Emergency officials in Georgia and 
South Carolina went into 24-hour 
alert mode. 

In Savannah, which hasn’t seen 
a direct hit from a major hurri- 
cane in more than a century, Janey 
Miley took her 15-year-old daugh- 
ter to Home Depot Tuesday for an 
impromptu lesson in hurricane 
preparedness. 

“We’ve never really bought ply- 
wood, but it seemed like maybe we’d 


better do it this time,” Miley said. 

The National Hurricane Center 
predicted Hannah would most likely 
come ashore as a hurricane between 
Friday and Saturday somewhere 
between the east coast of Florida 
and the North Carolina coast. Fore- 
casts Tuesday showed the storm 
making landfall near the Georgia- 
South Carolina border. 

Local emergency officials 
for Savannah and surrounding 


Chatham County urged residents to 
have an evacuation plan ready. But 
no decisions on voluntary or man- 
datory evacuations were expected 
before Wednesday. 

“We’re getting closer and closer 
to the point where decisions have to 
be made,” said Ken Davis, spokes- 
man for the Georgia Emergency 
Management Agency. “It’s a fine line 
between calling an evacuation and 
crying wolf.” russ bynum (ap)

‘The economy does have some impact on a 
job search, but there is always uncertainty in the 
marketplace,” says Kathleen Smith of ClearedJobs.

That said, there are always positions 
available, adds Smith, especially for security cleared 
professionals. That’s because the number of people 
who hold a security clearance is still far lower than 
the number of cleared jobs available.

“Future IT leaders know they need these skills 
to ascend the ranks,” says Smith, pointing out that 
the ability to manage up, build relationships, and 
understand business strategy are deemed critical for 
professional advancement. 

“If you have these soft skills or develop 
them, you will be able to maintain your success,” 
agrees Patricia A. Frame, founder of Strategies for 
Human Resources. Frame is a regular presenter 
at ClearedJobs.Net job fairs. At the upcoming 
September 4th Cleared Job Fair, Frame will present 
seminars on: How to Work a Job Fair; Interviewing 
Tips, Career Strategies and Silly Self Sabotage.

Once you have assessed your current competencies 
versus needed ones, develop a plan. Frame advises: 

* Pick one competency you want to work on. 

* Identify your goal and what steps are needed 
to achieve it. Keep the steps small. 

* Put in a timeframe 

* Identify how you will know you have 
achieved your goal. 

Next, ask others for help. “Soft skills by their nature 
involve working with others, so you need others to help 
you develop yours,” Frame suggests. Share your plan 
with your boss, a mentor, or a talented co-worker and 
ask for their assistance and feedback. 

Then it’s time to practice. Ask your co-workers, a 
mentor, or friend for feedback and specific information 
on what you did well and what still needs work. “Often 
keeping a record of what you have tried and what results 
you got will help you to keep going and to improve,” 
Frame advises. 

Finally, tackle another area. “No, it never ends,” 
says Frame. “Not if you want to succeed at work or in 
life.”

Police, National Guard 
turn back residents as 
Gustav cleanup begins 

NEW ORLEANS I The road back home 
for the estimated 2 million Hur- 
ricane Gustav evacuees was slow 
going Tuesday, as those trying to 
filter into the coast were greeted 
by police checkpoints and National 
Guardsmen who told them it was 
still too dangerous to return. 

Though the storm largely spared 
New Orleans and Louisiana, hard- 
hit neighborhoods still had no 
power, and roads were blocked by 
trees. With only a handful of com- 
munities allowing re-entry, thou- 
sands grew frustrated in shelters, 
sitting on uncomfortable cots and 
wondering why the buses wouldn’t 
come and drive them back. 


“It’s frustrating. I’m ready to go 
now,” said Denise Preston, who was 
rushed to a hospital with a fever. She 


was with her infant son, who was 
born only a week ago. “They haven’t 
said too much on the news about 


what’s happened in my town.” 

A day after the city’s improved 
levee system kept the streets dry as a 
disorganized and weakened Gustav 
passed overhead, there was quiet 
pride in a historic evacuation of 
nearly 2 million people. Only eight 
deaths were attributed to the storm 
in the U.S. The toll from Katrina 
three years ago exceeded 1,600. 

“The reasons you’re not seeing 
dramatic stories of rescue is because 
we had a successful evacuation,” 
said Homeland Security Secretary 
Michael Chertoff “The only reason 
we don’t have more tales of people 
in grave danger is because every- 
one heeded ... the instructions to 
get out of town.” 

The focus turned to getting the 
evacuees back home. Gov. Bobby 
Jindal said officials are focused on 
taking care of the roughly 1,000 


critical needs medical patients 
evacuated from hospitals and nurs- 
ing homes, while also working with 
utilities to restore the more than 
1.4 million power outages the storm 
left behind. New Orleans Mayor 
Ray Nagin said it would be at least 
Thursday before the city reopened, 
and people would come back in 
waves: critical employees and busi- 
nesses first, then residents. 

Gustav was no longer a hurri- 
cane but is still an ugly storm that’s 
expected to dump several inches of 
rain in northern Louisiana and east 
Texas. Jindal said Louisiana was 
only at “halftime” and was worried 
the damage from rain could exceed 
Gustav’s pounding of the coast. 

“This is a serious storm that has 
caused serious damage in our state,” 
Jindal said. 

“We’re pleased we have not seen 
major flooding in New Orleans and 
places that flooded before, but we 
are facing major challenges in other 
parts our state.” (ap)

Hanna adds to misery 
in country still reeling 
from Gustav, Fay 

SAINT-MARC, HAITI I Families 
clutched mattresses, chairs and 
other belongings and slogged 
through waist-high floodwaters 
Tuesday as Tropical Storm Hanna 
killed at least 13 people in north- 
ern Haiti. The slow-moving storm 
threatened to hit the southeast- 
within days. 

Heavy rain from the storm’s 
outer bans fell relentlessly in Haiti, 
a country still recovering from 
drenchings by Hurricane Gustav 
and Tropical Storm Fay in the past 
two weeks. In all, floods and mud- 
slides from the three storms have 
killed more than 100 people as Hai- 
ti’s deforested hills melted away in 
the torrential rains. 

“The situation is as bad as it can 
be,” said Vadre Louis, a U.N. official 
in the coastal city Gonaives. “The 
wind is ripping up trees. Houses are 
flooded with water. Cars can’t drive 
on the street. You can’t rescue any- 
one, wherever they may be.”

Thousands defy ban 
on assembly by staying 
at PM s office complex 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I Thailand’s 
embattled leader struggled to keep 
the peace and his grip on power 
Tuesday after declaring a state of 
emergency that was openly flouted 
by thousands of anti-government 
protesters in the capital. 

While Prime Minister Samak 
Sundaravej sought to tamp down 
newly violent unrest pitting large- 
ly prosperous urban forces against 
the country’s impoverished rural 
majority, he also was hit by an 
electoral commission finding that 
could disband his party and bar 
him from politics. 

Samak said he had no choice but 
to impose emergency rule in Bang- 
kok after a week of political tensions 
exploded into overnight rioting and 
fighting between his supporters and 
opponents that left one person dead 
and dozens injured. 

His decree gives the military 
the right to restore order, allows 
authorities to suspend civil lib- 
erties, bans public gatherings of 
more than five people and bars the 


Researcb finds females 
who smoke have heart 
attacks at an earlier age 

MUNICH, GERMANY I Women typi- 
cally get heart disease much later 
than men, but not if they smoke, 
researchers said Tuesday. 

In fact, women who smoke have 
heart attacks nearly 14 years earlier 
than women who don’t smoke, Nor- 
wegian doctors reported in a study 
presented to the European Society 
of Cardiology. For men, the gap is 
not so dramatic: Male smokers have 
heart attacks about six years earlier 
than men who don’t smoke. 

“This is not a minor difference,” 
said Dr. Silvia Priori, a cardiologist 
at the Scientific Institute in Pavia, 
Italy. “Women need to realize they 
are losing much more than men

Report on Aug. 22 raid 
in Afghanistan finds 
up to 7 civilians killed 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I AU.S. inves- 
tigation into U.N. and Afghan alle- 
gations that dozens of civilians 
were killed during an operation in 
a small village found Tuesday that 
up to seven civilians died but that 
the overwhelming majority of the 
dead were Taliban. 

An Afghan government com- 
mission concluded that 90 civilians 
were killed in the Aug. 22 fighting 
in Azizabad — a claim backed by a 
preliminary U.N. report. The US. 
report Tuesday said 30 to 35 of those 
killed were Taliban fighters. 

The civilian death claims in 
Azizabad have caused new fric- 
tion between President Hamid 
Karzai and his Western supporters. 
Karzai has long castigated Western 
military commanders over civilian 
deaths resulting from their raids. 

The U.S. report said American 
and Afghan forces took fire from 
militants while approaching Aziza- 
bad. The incoming fire “justified use 
of well-aimed small-arms fire and 
close air support to defend the com- 
bined force,” the report said. 

The U.S. said its range in casualty 
numbers was determined by obser- 
vation of enemy movements and 
on-site observations.

India Mounts Flood Relief 


All military branches 
deployed in massive 
effort to aid survivors 

SAHARSA DISTRICT, INDIA | Hungry 
villagers rioted, desperate fami- 
lies swam for their lives and chaos 
spread across a wide swath of flood- 
ed plains in northern India Tuesday 
as authorities mounted one of the 
country’s largest relief efforts. 

Soldiers and aid workers scram- 
bled to reach hundreds of thou- 
sands of people still stranded on 


rooftops, trees and specks of dry 
land more than two weeks after 
monsoon rains caused the Kosi 
River to burst its banks and turn 
hundreds of square miles of Bihar 
state into a giant lake. 

The road linking Saharia village 
to the rest of the hard-hit Saharsa 
district washed away Monday. 

The army sent more than 5,000 
soldiers to join relief efforts, while 
officials said more than half of the 
1.2 million people stranded had 
been rescued. 

The relief effort was the first to 


deploy all three branches of India’s 
military — the army, navy and air 
force, said Prataya Amrit, atop disas- 
ter management official in Bihar. 

But even as attention turned to 
housing and feeding the refugees, 
relief efforts were haphazard amid 
the chaos. New areas were cut off, 
posing challenges to rescuers. 

Though residents of Saharia 
village said no government offi- 
cials had come to their aid, they 
were visited by workers from UNI- 
CEF and the European Union.

Gustav May Not Be Felt at the Pump 


Gas prices tumble; 
Gulf Coast oil rigs are 
probed for damage 

H 0 U S T 0 N I Initial inspections of the 
Gulf Coast’s extensive energy complex 
confirmed Tuesday that Hurricane 
Gustav was nowhere near as destruc- 
tive as Hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
three years ago, but resumption of 
production and refining may be a 
few days away or more. 

Oil companies, rig and pipe- 
line owners, and refiners spread 
out across the region to look for 
damage from Monday’s storm, and 


some were already putting equip- 
ment and people back in place to 
resume operations. The full impact 
should be known in the next cou- 
ple days. 

“Preliminarily, we don’t know 
of any major damage at this time,” 
John Rodi, deputy regional direc- 
tor of the U.S. Minerals Manage- 
ment Service, said Tuesday. 

The approach of Gustav had 
been one of the last remaining pil- 
lars of support for oil prices, which 
tumbled $5.75 Tuesday to settle at 
$ 109.71 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange, a decline of 
nearly $40 from July.

Gasoline prices fell, too, despite 
the fact that power outages and 
other effects from the storm have 
halted about 16 percent of the 
nation’s refining capacity based on 
the Gulf Coast, according to figures 
from Platts, the energy information 
arm of McGraw-Hill Cos. It could 
be several days — perhaps as many 
as 10 to 12 days in some cases — 
before those plants are again pro- 
ducing gasoline and other fuels at 
significant levels. 

Gasoline prices fell overnight 
by less than a penny to a national 
average of $3,684 for a gallon of 
regular unleaded, according to the 


auto club AAA. In the meantime, 
gasoline futures fell 12.78 cents, or 
4.47 percent, to $2.7265 a gallon on 
the New York Mercantile Exchange 
Tuesday as traders bet Gulf Coast 
refineries would bounce back and 
pump prices would continue to 
weigh on demand. 

“If this storm had caused seri- 
ous damage, you’d see the market 
reacting very rapidly,” said Eswaran 
Ramasamy, director of Platts’ U.S. 
market reporting. 

Many companies were flying 
over offshore sites in airplanes Tues- 
day, checking for damage. Rodi, 
whose agency oversees offshore 
activity, said it was too early to say 
when production might resume, 
though some companies were gear- 
ing up Tuesday, john porretto (ap)

Google Unveils First Web Browser 


Technology giant 
takes on Microsoft’s 
widely used Explorer 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, CALIF. I The new 
Web browser that Google Inc. 
released Tuesday is designed to 
expand its huge lead in the Internet 
search market and reduce Micro- 
soft Corp.’s imprint on personal 
computers. 

The free browser, called 
“Chrome,” is being promoted as 
a sleeker, faster and more secure 
alternative to Microsoft’s Internet 
Explorer. Despite recent inroads

by Mozilla Foundation’s Firefox, 
Internet Explorer is still used by 
roughly three-fourths of the world’s 
Web surfers. 

“What we want is a diverse and 
vibrant ecosystem,” Google co- 
founder Sergey Brin told reporters 
Tuesday during Chrome’s unveiling. 
“We want several browsers that are 
viable and substantial choices.” 

Among other features. Chrome’s 
navigation bar will serve a dual 
purpose. Users can either enter 
an address into the space or enter 
a search request that will be pro- 
cessed through their search engine 
of choice. Naturally, Google bets it 


will be the default search engine for 
the majority of Chrome users. 

“You only have 24 hours a day, 
and we would like you to do more 
searches,” said Larry Page, Google’s 
other CO -founder . 

Google also is counting on 
Chrome to become the linchpin in 
its effort to distribute widely used 
computer programs for word pro- 
cessing, spreadsheets and calendars 
through Web browsers. If the cru- 
sade is successful, it might undercut 
Microsoft’s profits by diminishing 
sales of its Office suite. 

Microsoft played down the 
threat posed by Chrome, pre- 
dicting that most people will 
embrace its latest browser, Internet 
Explorer 8, which it released in test 
status last week, michael liedtke (ap)

Ride-Sharing Site Unveiied 


Revamped Commuter 
Connections Web site 
introduces service 

WASHINGTON | The Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments unveiled an improved ride- 
matching service Tuesday at a time 
when officials say high gas prices 
have triggered a surge in demand 
for carpools. 

The council presented the 
revamped Commuter Connections 
Web site after a quiet launch last 
month. The new Web site allows 
users to manage their profiles 
directly to more easily find carpools, 
vanpools and other options that 
match their commuting needs. 


SURGING DEMAND 

Gas prices triggered an increase 
in requests for carpools: 

In June, for example, 2,063 
people applied for ride-match- 
ing services through Commuter 
Connections, nearlythreetimes 
the number who applied in June 
2007. 

In July, the service received 
1,667applications, orabouttwice 
as many as in the previous July. 


Commuter Connections helps 
people find commuters who live 
and work near them to ride with. 
It also operates the Guaranteed 
Ride Home program, which pro- 
vides carpoolers and transit users 


a ride home in the event of an 
emergency or if they’re required 
to work unscheduled overtime 
that causes them to miss their 
usual ride. 

In addition, the new Web site 
provides comprehensive informa- 
tion about transit options, park- 
and-ride lots and teleworking cen- 
ters along a given route. 

Nicholas Ramfos, director of 
Commuter Connections, said the 
revamped system gives commut- 
ers better tools and information 
to make decisions. 

“Like opening a new road or a 
new bus service, this is a new piece 
of infrastructure for the region that’s 
going to serve the commuting pub- 
lic,” he said, (ap)

Madison’s longtime 
house returns to its 
original form this year 

HISTORICAL SITES I It isn’t exactly 
common to make a house two-thirds 
smaller, or to remove the indoor 
plumbing. But that’s what’s been done 
at Montpelier, the plantation mansion 
of President James Madison. 

The brick Georgian home at the 
foothills of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains has undergone a $24 million 
architectural restoration with a goal 
of returning the structure to the way 
it was between 1809, when Madison 
was elected the nation’s fourth presi- 
dent, and 1836, the year he died. 

“We determined at the outset that 
it would not be a made-up restora- 
tion,” said Michael C. Quinn, presi- 


dent of the Montpelier Foundation. 
“Every part of it would be accurate 
and would be authentic, and that 
we would restore every room in the 
house, the cellars where the slaves 
worked and lived, as well as the din- 
ing room and all the bedrooms.” 

The mansion built by Madison’s 


father in 1760 has remained open 
for guided tours during the project, 
and the completion of the massive, 
five-year effort will be celebrated on 
Sept. 17, the 221st anniversary of the 
signing of the Constitution. 

The open house will feature 
remarks by U.S. Chief Justice John 


Roberts and hundreds of placard- 
holding schoolchildren forming a 
“living flag” on the lawn. 

The restoration of the place 
that served as Madison’s child- 
hood home, presidential retreat 
and place of retirement is part of 
an effort to give Madison his due 
respect. There are no other major 
monuments to Madison as there are 
to other Founding Fathers. 

“I think it’s a bit confounding,” 
Quinn said. “When you go to the 
National Archives and see the three 
iconic documents that define this 
nation — the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights — the Constitution 
and Bill of Rights are more the prod- 
uct of James Madison’s mind than 
anyone else’s, but we’ve forgotten

LOOK-ALIKE I What’s better than 
America’s best-selling car, the Toyo- 
ta Camry? These days, it just might 
be a baby Camry. 

It’s an apt description for the 
new-generation Toyota Corolla 
sedan debuting this year. 

While smaller and lighter-weight 
than a Camry, the 2009 Corol- 
la comes to showrooms with the 
exterior styling of a Camry, many 
of the Camry ’s amenities, a Cam- 
ry-like quiet interior and, best of 
all, fuel mileage that’s better than 
the Camry. 

Coming to dealerships about 40 
years after the first Corolla arrived 
in the United States, the 2009 
Corolla marks the 10th generation 
of one of Toyota’s best-sellers. 

I had to catch myself because 
I’d often look out at the Corolla in 
a parking spot and think it was a 
Camry because the styling is so 
similar. The old Corolla styling 
that made it seem like a cheap car 
is gone. 

The most memorable aspect of 
the Corolla was how quiet it was 
inside. It didn’t feel like I was rid- 
ing in a low-priced compact car, 
because so many of the outside 
noises were muted.

seat cushions that feel too much like 
thick, cheap foam. 

But the interior fit and finish on 
the test Corolla XLE was excellent, 
the optional navigation screen was 
good-sized, and the fake wood grain 
trim received lots of compliments 
from passengers. Steering has a 
mainstream feel in the Corolla — 
neither sporty nor numb. The car 
handles predictably, with a good 
amount of road bumps managed 
by the suspension for a comfort- 
able ride. 

Corolla is on track in U.S. sales 
this year to rank No. 2 among 
all Toyotas, after the Camry.

My husband and I are expecting 
our first child this fall, and we think 
for practical purposes we finally 
need to break down and buy a sec- 
ond car. We already have a 2006 
Escape that will be our primary 
car. We’re just looking for a car to 
get my husband to and from work 
(about 5 city miles) and, on occa- 
sion, pick up the baby. We real- 
ly don’t want to spend more than 
$4,000. What is the best used 
sedan for the money? 

Forget the second car. You don’t need 
it. Instead, take out a membership in 
Zipcar, which will allow you to rent 
that second car, on an as-needed 
basis, for as little as an hour, if need 
be, at a very reasonable price. Zipcar 
beats paying for a second car, espe- 
cially in the Washington metropoli- 
tan area, almost every time. 

Several weeks ago, you respond- 
ed to my question about the Ford 
Fusion, giving it high marks. It’s 
still our most likely purchase, but 
I wonder whether you have heard 
anything about the Citroen C4 Pal- 
las or the Peugeot 407. 

That Citroen C4 is a very nice car. 
The Peugeot 407? I don’t know. I 
haven’t driven that one. But the C4 
moves nicely. Moreover, it makes 
good sense for families ... a decent 
amount of utility in that one. I’m 
trying to remember whether it’s 
the C4 or another Citroen model 
I drove in France that has an elec- 


tro-mechanical start-stop system 
that reduces fuel use at idle. Can’t 
remember. But if that system is on 
the C4, it beats the Fusion. 

Is the 2009 MazdaS any different 
from the 2008? Should I search for 
a 2008 or just wait for the 2009? 

Go for the 2008. But don’t look for 
price breaks. Mazda is selling every 
MazdaS it can build, and the com- 
pany can’t build them fast enough. 
Demand is so great, you might wind 
up having to get a 2009 model any- 
way, which won’t be terribly differ- 
ent from the 2008. Mazda doesn’t 
have to do much to sell that car ... 
except, well, finding a way to pro- 
duce more of them. 


Zipcar beats 
paying for a 
second car, 
especially in the 
Washington 
metro area. 


Honestly, they have yet to make 
an American car that isn’t utilitar- 
ian-looking to me. I’ve owned two 
Honda Civics, a VW Beetle and a 
Nissan 350Z. If American car mak- 
ers want my money, then they need 
to get more creative designs. They 
all seem to be some variation of a 
box. 

I disagree. The Buick Lucerne is not 
a box. It is a very nice car. Looks a lot 
like Maserati from the front.

For inconsistent D.C. 
United, a win would 
be a major suecess 

U N I T E D I D.C. United has the oppor- 
tunity Wednesday evening to 
cement its turbulent 2008 season as 
a success with at least two months 
of big games still remaining. 

For the first time in 10 years, a 
Washington pro sports team will 
play for a title in D.C., and although 
the U.S. Open Cup no longer is 
American soccer’s most coveted 
trophy, it promises quite a bit to a 
club interested in both establishing 


tradition at home and in making its 
mark internationally. 

Now in its 95th year, the Cup 
represents what little continuity 
there is in the domestic game. In 
addition, the U.S. Soccer Federa- 
tion’s annual championship, which 
is open to every registered club in 
the country, now offers a berth 
in the CONCACAF Champions 
League — something an inconsis- 
tent 10-10-2 United side may have 
trouble securing through the MLS 
playoffs. Standing in D.C.’s way is 
the second-tier Charleston Battery, 
which eliminated a pair of MLS 
clubs on its way to its first Open

Cup final. United won the tourna- 
ment in 1996 and was runner-up 
the following year. 

“We’ve kind of been struggling 
in the league, so any time we have a 
chance to win a trophy we’re all over 
it right now,” D.C. defender Devon 
McTavish said after the semifinal 
win over New England. “Everyone’s 
taking the Open Cup very seriously. 
I think it’s showed with the results 
we’ve gotten, just kind of grinding 
stuff out.” 

Unfortunately, the season has 
been grinding on United as well, 
and it remains to be seen whether 
it will be able to field a truly major 


league lineup against the minor 
leaguers from South Carolina. 
Forward Luciano Emilio (groin), 
midfielder Fred (hamstring) and 
playmaker Marcelo Gallardo (her- 
nia) are “probable”, according to 
the club. Ben Olsen saw one half 
of action in a reserve game on Sun- 
day, and defender Gonzalo Per- 
alta (hamstring) likely will miss 
the match. 

But there will be plenty of moti- 
vation for those on the field. 

“This is a prestigious tourna- 
ment and every time you get a 
chance to win a trophy, especially 
at D.C. United, we pride ourselves 
on that,” Santino Quaranta said.

N FL I Jacksonville Jaguars offensive 
tackle Richard Collier was shot and 
critically wounded outside an apart- 
ment building early Tuesday as he 
and a former Jacksonville teammate 
waited for two women they had met 
at a nightclub, police said. 

Collier, 26, and former Jaguars 
defensive end Kenneth Pettway 
were waiting 
in a Cadillac

Jefferson. Collier 
was shot several times, but it wasn’t 
clear where he was hit. 

Collier was in critical condition 
at Shands Jacksonville Medical Cen- 
ter, a nursing supervisor said early 
Tuesday. Several Jaguars gathered 
at the hospital. Others convened at 
Jacksonville Municipal Stadium, 
all of them concerned about their 
teammate and friend. 

“The guys are in shock,” Pro Bowl 
running back Fred Taylor said. “You 
see this kind of thing happen all the 
time on TV, but you never expect it 
in your own back yard. He’s a good 
dude. I just pray for him.” (ap) 


Star cornerback has 
gone from a young 
stud to savvy veteran 

R E D S K I N S I Shawn Springs is no lon- 
ger the 22-year-old cornerback who 
entered the NFL as the third overall 
selection by the Seattle Seahawks 
in the 1997 NFL draft. 

No longer does he depend solely 
on his athleticism — though at 33 
he is probably in better shape than 
most of his younger teammates — 


but rather on the mental aspects of 
the game. And while still a jokester 
in the locker room. Springs has 
become more of a leader and role 
model, coaches say. But despite the 
changes that have come as part of 
the natural maturation process over 
his career, one constant remains: 
Springs is still the shutdown cor- 
nerback he always has been. 

And following a summer in 
which he nearly walked away from 
the game. Springs again will be 
asked to lead a secondary that has 


struggled with injury and tragedy in 
recent years but will be vital to the 
success of the team in 2008. 

“He’s the glue, right now he’s the 
glue of this defense,” cornerback 
Fred Smoot said. “If we have anyone 
go down, he might have to shuffle 
[or do] whatever’s best for the team. 
He’s that guy right now; he’s that 
card we can’t afford to lose.” 

Springs has endured much off 
the field over the past year. His 
father, Ron, fell into a coma last 
October after what was believed to 


be a routine surgery. And his step- 
mother, Adriane, had breast can- 
cer diagnosed this past winter. The 
family struggles took an emotional 
toll on Springs, and this summer he 
contemplated retirement. 

Springs eventually decided to 
return, and he seems to have found

solace on the field. Around the 
team’s headquarters, his sheepish 
grin is almost always visible. And 
along with fellow cornerbacks 
Smoot and Carlos Rogers, he can 
often be heard joking and laughing 
through the hallways. 

But Springs also provides valu- 
able leadership and vital experience. 
Coaches say Springs’s knowledge is 
respected by the other players and 
that his ability to make adjustments 
in games and in practice shows his 
football IQ and football savvy. 

And while they likely won’t 
admit it, Smoot and Rogers look to 
Springs as a leader, safeties coach 
Steve Jackson said. 

“They respect his experience, the 
things that he says, but they won’t 
tell him,” Jackson said. “They won’t 
tell anybody. But they do and you 
can tell. When he says something, 
everybody pretty much listens.”

NFL star, union head 
remembered as a friend 
at the Kennedy Center 

NFL I A stirring mix of laughter 
and tears filled the concert hall of 
the Kennedy Center on Tuesday as 
family, teammates and colleagues 
celebrated the life of Hall of Fame 
lineman and longtime NFL union 
head Gene Upshaw. 

“He was my friend. He was my 
brother. I will never forget him,” 
said Art Shell, who played alongside 
Upshaw with the Raiders for more 
than a decade. “Uppy, I’ll miss you.” 

About 1,000 people gathered for 
the three-hour service, which fea- 
tured the strong, impressive voices 
of the Metropolitan Baptist Church 
choir and speakers who recited 
hilarious anecdotes and other fond 
memories about the man whose 
toughness on the football field was 
matched only by his determination 
at the negotiating table as the exec- 
utive director of the NFL Players 
Association for 25 years. 

“He didn’t just tell us to eat our 
dinner,” recalled his son, Justin. “He 
told us to ‘eat every stinking bite or 
I’ll poke it down your throat.’” 

Upshaw died Aug. 20 of pan- 
creatic cancer, which had been 
diagnosed only days earlier. Very 
few people knew he was sick, and 
the suddenness of his departure at 
age 63 was a shock to the football 
world. (AP)

Virginia Tech Will 
Use Taylor at QB 


Hokies backtrack on 
redshirting sophomore 
after E. Carolina loss 

HOKIES FOOTBALL | One week after 
announcing his intention to red- 
shirt sophomore QB Tyrod Taylor, 
Virginia Tech coach Frank Beamer 
reversed course Tuesday and said 
Taylor and senior Sean Glennon will 
share quarterbacking duties. 

The decision was made in the 
wake of Virginia Tech’s 27-22 loss 
to East Carolina on Saturday, when 
Glennon threw for 139 yards and 
two interceptions. The loss dropped 
Virginia Tech out of The Associated 
Press’ Top 25. 

“I thought some things became 
even clearer in our game with East 
Carolina,” Beamer said. “We need 
to be able to run the football. Put- 
ting another guy in the game that 
can help you run the football is in 
our best interest.” 

Beamer would not comment on 


which quarterback will start in Sat- 
urday’s game against Furman, nor 
how playing time will be distribut- 
ed. Beamer did not allow Glennon 
or Taylor to speak to reporters. 

Virginia Tech experienced a 
similar situation last season, when 
it used Taylor during his true fresh- 
man season following Glennon’s 
poor performance against Louisi- 
ana State. The tandem split quar- 
terbacking duties as the Hokies won 
the Atlantic Coast Conference and 
reached the Orange Bowl. 

Throughout the spring and dur- 
ing preseason, Glennon and Taylor 
competed for the starting job as 
Beamer sought to identify a sin- 
gle player for the role. Last week, 
Beamer announced Glennon was 
the quarterback and had every hope 
to redshirt Taylor for the future.

Rocker Trent Reznor 
is done with drugs 
and high on creativity 

COMEBACK I Showtime was still a 
few hours away, and Trent Reznor 
of Nine Inch Nails was sitting in a 
hushed, candlelit room backstage 
at the Air Canada Centre trying to 
find his scream. Nails’ music sounds 
like a massive nightmare machine. 


but on this day, Reznor woke up 
with his voice small and croaky. As 
a humidifier gently chugged away 
in the corner, the rock star smiled 
faintly and asked, “How old am I 
again?” 

The answer is 43, but Reznor, 
who clawed through some dark 
years of drug addiction, is a picture 
of vitality these days with his brawny 
shoulders and clear-eyed confidence. 
He is also serious and candid. 


“I got so bad that I couldn’t even 
write down songs that were caught 
in my head,” he said. “And then I 
would feel depressed, so I would go 
and get more messed up. I finally 
pulled out of it. Then it was great to 
discover that I hadn’t killed myself 
and my liver still worked and even- 
tually my brain started functioning 
again, and then [I] was enjoying 
the process again.” 

That process is, in simple terms. 


caging up the songs that swim 
through his stormy and consider- 
able imagination. Reznor is one of 
the acclaimed creative figures of 
his generation in rock, a showman 
who occupies a territory some- 
where between the digital throb of 
the dance club and the thunderous 
amps of arena rock. 

The first week in May, Reznor 
typed the words, “This one’s on me,” 
and posted the message on his Web 
site, NIN.com, along with an entire 
new album’s worth of raw, twitchy 
music titled “The Slip.” There was 
no advance notice given, no adver- 
tising or anything that remotely 
resembled a conventional record- 
label approach.

He anticipates he will 
spend many months putting 
together his next collection.

Publishers are hoping 
to create the next big 
thing in kids’ books 

PHENOMENON I On Sept. 9, the 
U.S. publisher of “Harry Potter” 
will premiere a highly ambitious 
series with a mystery ending for 
readers and a couple puzzlers for 
the industry: How big is the mar- 
ket for a multimedia story — and 
can a phenomenon be conceived 
by a publisher rather than created 
by the public? 

“The 39 Clues” is a planned 10-vol- 
ume set about young Amy and Dan 
Cahill and their worldwide search 
for the secret to their family’s power. 
The first book, “The Maze of Bones,” 
is written by Rick Riordan of “The 
Lightning Thief’ fame and has an 
announced first printing of 500,000. 
Steven Spielberg has already acquired 
film rights to the series. 

Designed for children ages 8 to 
12, each book will have a different 
writer, including such best-sellers 
as Gordon Korman and Jude Wat- 
son. Backed by a multimillion-dollar 
marketing campaign, “The 39 Clues” 
also features game cards, a contest 
with a $10,000 first prize and a 
sophisticated Web site that includes 
games, blogs, videos and thousands 
of pages of background. 


“The word we always used was 
‘groundbreaking,’” says Scholastic 
executive editorial director David 
Levithan. “We wanted to be the first 
out there to introduce this kind of 
multidimensional thing.” 

A Scholastic team thought of 
the series about three years ago, 
working from the idea of a treasure 
hunt. The essential outline, includ- 
ing the ending, was set by the pub- 


lisher. Authors were asked to fill 
in the details, taking a thread, as 
Levithan describes it, and turning 
it into a blanket. 

“It’s a different kind of challenge,” 
Levithan says. “To use a movie anal- 
ogy, each director of the ‘Harry Pot- 
ter’ films brings their own voice and 
their own vision to what J.K. Rowl- 
ing has done. You still feel there’s a 
consistency there, and part of the fim 


is seeing what they add to it.” 

Scholastic quickly decided that 
“The 39 Clues” — its title is an hom- 
age to Alfred Hitchcock’s “The 39 
Steps” — would make an ideal multi- 
platform event. Readers might check 
out the Web site, just as kids who love 
online games might then turn to the 
books. A recent study by the Ameri- 
can Library Association revealed that 
many librarians already use games 


to attract young people. 

“I love the gaming aspect of ‘The 
39 Clues,”’ says Jenny Levine, a digi- 
tal specialist for the library associa- 
tion. “I could also see a lot of librar- 
ies forming ‘39 Clues’ clubs the way 
they’ve had Pokemon clubs.” 

Books for all ages often originate 
with publishers, and countless best- 
sellers are made through marketing. 
But a blockbuster virtually always

happens spontaneously. 

“You need the kids to grab onto 
a book and tell each other about 
it,” says Beth Puffer, manager of 
the Bank Street Bookstore in New 
York. 

“I can’t think of a phenomenon 
that was presented that way from 
the start. This is a very unique sit- 
uation.” 

Dutton senior editor Ben Sevier 
said he and other publishers would 
be watching how the public reacts 
to “The 39 Clues.” 

“It’s hard to manufacture a phe- 
nomenon,” he says of the series. 
“It’s an enormous risk, and it sig- 
nals an enormous enthusiasm.”

Blood and Thunder

HBO feeds on the 
vampire romance 
fad with a new show 

ODDCOUPLEIAs fictional lovers go, 
bubbly blond Sookie Stackhouse and 
tall, pale Bill Compton are as mas- 
sively mismatched as they come. 
After all, Sookie (Anna Paquin) is 
exuberantly human and Bill (Stephen 
Moyer) is totally undead in HBO’s 
new vampire saga, “True Blood.” 

“Bill is really genteel, but that 
doesn’t stop him from being blood- 
hungry,” Moyer says of his menac- 
ing 173-year-old character in “True 
Blood,” adapted for television by 


Alan Ball (“Six Feet Under”) from 
the popular series of Southern vam- 
pire novels by Charlaine Harris. 

“The tension between Bill and 
Sookie is quite palpable,” Moyer 
says between scenes in which the 
Bill, who fought for the Confedera- 
cy in the Civil War, escorts his lady 
friend Sookie, a telepathic roadhouse 
waitress, home. 

That sexually suggestive tension 
is key to “True Blood,” premiering 
at 9 p.m. Sunday. Set in a small 
Louisiana town (actually the Santa 
Monica Mountains northwest of Los 
Angeles), the edgy series chronicles 
a time when synthetic blood supplies 
enable Bill and other vampires to 


live openly among humans, without 
necessarily feeding on them. 

“He’s not typically vampiric,” says 
Moyer, who played a vampire in the 
Brit miniseries “Ultraviolet.” No 
long black cape and ghoulish grin 
for Bill, who dresses yuppie-casual. 
“But we do get to see him sort of sex- 
starved at one point,” Moyer says. 
“And there are moments when he 
is quite confrontational with other 
vampires, when other people are 
predatory with Sookie.”

ics, analysts say, as parents change 
their food-buying habits to keep 
costs down. 

Some kids will eat more hot 
lunches this year. Some will carry 
baggies full of snacks like home- 
packed chips and crackers rather 
than prepackaged ones. There may 


how much it costs. It’s how much 
more it costs relative to what they’re 
used to spending.” 

The costs for key ingredients 
— like corn, wheat, soybeans and 
other items — are high and eat- 
ing into food companies’ profits. 
So, big names like Kraft Foods 
Inc., Sara Lee Corp. and Hormel 
Foods Corp. are passing along price 
increases as they try to keep mak- 
ing money. 

Some companies are also shrink- 
ing products or getting rid of certain 


lines to lower their costs. Skippy 
peanut butter, made by Unilever, 
now sells in 16. 3-ounce jars that 
look the same size as the previous 
18-ounce jars because of a larger 
indentation at the bottom. 

Kraft is reducing the number 
and, in some cases, the size, of items 
in its Deli Selects cheese line, for 
example. Sara Lee has reduced the 
size of some of its Hillshire Farm 
deli meat packages from 10 ounc- 
es to 9 ounces. The prices, for the 
most part, don’t go down. 


Some stores — such as grocery 
store chain Save-A-Lot — are advis- 
ing parents on what to buy. The 
chainhas a new campaign telling 
parents how to make meals like 
turkey slices wrapped in tortillas 
that cost about $1 a serving. 

In Los Altos, Calif, Hollis Bis- 
choffs two children have been pack- 
ing their own lunches for years. It 
saves money because they know what 
they’ll eat, she said, and it teaches 
them how to spend and save. Jor- 
dana, 12, and Nate, 14, have never 


bought milk, because they think it’s 
too expensive at school, she said, and 
they ask teachers whether they can 
use the microwaves in their lounges 
when they want hot food. 

The kids also go and buy food 
at the stores, or leave a list for their 
parents if they run out — always 
with costs in mind, said Bischoff, 
49. “They’ve learned the mean- 
ing of saving money and spending 
money because they’ve seen what’s 
happened during the years in the 
stores,” Bischoff said, emily fredrix (ap)

What do you think of what Wash- 
ington is doing with its fast-priva- 
tizing public school system? 

A sticl^ wicket. Without knowing all 
of the details (and who really does?), 
change and pressure is good. An 
enormous help would be if parents 
can dial their hysteria down abit and 
stop “rushing the bank” all the time. 
In L.A. (as in other big cities), there is 


such hysteria about kindergarten, pre- 
school and even pre-toddler classes! It 
stresses the system and hard. 

When I was in high school in the 
’70s, I had to ask a teacher to sneak 
me a copy of the banned “Brave 
New World” out of the closet. Cen- 
sorship, if done properly, can affect 
both sides of the aisle. 

Ah, the sacred ritual of the favor- 
ite teacher sneaking you a copy of 
the banned book! How wonder- 
fully “bracketed” in a way ... how 
“handle with care.” I can’t say we 
shouldn’t treat volatile substances 
with respect. The most threatening 
thing I find today is complacency.

Thus the saying, “It takes a vil- 
lage.” If we were truly in a dog- 
eat-dog world and had to pay 
retail for every little thing, life 
would be unaffordable! But what 
I’ve found in my own experience is 
that moving from competitive to 
community-based thinking is not 
just cheaper but better for build- 
ing communities.
